known principle. 
With 
respect to 
the nomination of president and vice 
president the plan simply goes balk 
to the original intent of the consti­ 
tution. 
It was not the l»lan of our 
forefathers th a t the president should 
be elected by popular vote.

provided that the people should elect 
the electoral coll ge a n i that 
the 
members of this should meet and 
cast about for the great and good 
man who should he best suited for 
the position.

today, as far as form goes no one 
votes directly for president. 
The 
names of the various candidates do 
not appear on the ballot at all.
